Political Science Association 



It appears that 1991 is shaping up to 
be a year of political crises. At home and 
abroad, political uncertainty has grabbed 
the attention of may. But one political 
crisis seems to be going unchecked. Look 
no further then the Political Science 
Department at Laurentian University and 
you will find a critical situation in the 
making. 

The Department is facing a serious 
staff shortage endangering the core stream 
in Political Science, and as of late, the 
administration has done nothing to 
alleviate the problem. 

Professors Rand Dyck and Christiane 
Rabier are on sabbatical beginning in 
September and not replacement for either 
position has been hired. Upon 
announcement of their leave, Chairman 
Dyck requested that two qualified persons 
be hired as to guarantee students the 
crucial Canadian government courses. 
This initial request was flatly refused by 
the administration's Budget Committee. 



After discussing the shortage and its 
crippling effects with the Department's 
faculty members, Chairman Dyck was 
encouraged to appeal for at least one 
replacement, and to stress to the 
administration that without such a 
replacement, key required courses were at 
risk. 

The department then received in reply a 
very disturbing memo from our "acting" 
vice-president Michael Dewson. The 
administration, by way of "posing a 
hypothetical question", asked the 
department which it would prefer for the 
1991-92 school year : a one-year 
sabbatical replacement or the 
postponement of the already approved and 
authorized new theory position, that the 
Department has been patiently awaiting 
for five years. The memo then went on to 
question the priorities of the Political 
Science Department. After examining the 
consequences of the shortage, it is obvious 
that it is the priorities of the 



administration that should be questioned. 

Here is what is at risk : 
Since Professor Dyck teaches Canadian 
Government and Politics (2705), 
Government and Politics of Ontario 
(3716), Canadian Political Parties (3717) 
and Selected Issues (4715), the entire 
Canadian stream of study is endangered. 
Without a replacement, it is possible that 
2705 will not be offered. Not only is this 
a required course for Political Science 
students, it is also essential for students in 
Law and Justice and Native Studies. 
Therefore, three separate departments are 
adversely affected. As well, who will 
teach the very important fourth year 
course? Surely senior students, many of 
whom intend to pursue graduate studies, 
deserve a qualified and enthusiastic 
instructor, rather than a professor from 
another stream or even another department 
who has been cajoled into taking on an 
overload. 




The situation in Science Politique is 
even worse. Without a replacement for 
Professor Rabier, there is no one qualified 
or available to teach Introduction a la 
Science Politique (1005) or Government et 
Politique du Canada (2705). This results 
in only four French courses offered in 
total. Therefore, there are not enough 
courses to meet the honours degree 
requirement!! 

But do not lose sight of who the real 
losers are in this situation. Political 
Science students will have a very difficult 
time filling their degree requirements with 
key courses missing. The executive 
committee of the Political Science 
Association is greatly concerned by this 
crisis and is awaiting more information 
from the faculty and the administration. 
In the meantime, the executive encourages 
all Political Science students to examine 
the situation and determine how they will 
be affected. It is important to remember 
that as students you are paying consumers 
and you have the right to express your 
concerns to the administration. The 
executive urges all students affected to take 
action immediately.

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The Case Against UCF

The article by Gary Bass in the 
January 24 issue of Lambda is a typical 
example of someone who is intimately 
involved with an issue being unable to 
distance himself from- that issue and 
conduct a critical, unbiased evaluation of a 
controversial subject. In this case the 
University Canadienne en France has 
received an unqualified stamp of approval 
from Mr. Bass. If the evidence is 
scrutinized, however, UCF must be 
considered as a financial, academic, and 
administrative failure. 

The positive financial statistics that 
Mr. Bass uses to justify his arguments are 
highly selective and potentially 
misleading. The document that is referred 
to for reference, University Canadienne en 
France: An Academic Review , contains a 
large amount of information that casts a 
shadow on Mr. Bass' bright forecasts for 
the future of UCF. The potential revenue 
of $993,400 in the 1997/1998 academic 
year is the best case scenario thai can be 
attained. What is not made clear is that 
this figure is solely dependent upon 
enrollment figures here at the Sudbury 
campus. Government grants to post- 
secondary education are dependent upon 
student totals at each institution. If the 
enrollment falls within a certain mandated 
range, termed the corridor, then 
government grants, designated Basic 
Income Units, are maximized. Simply 
put, if enrollment increases or decreases 
significantly then the per student stipend 
paid to the university decreases. The 
figure of $993,400 is based upon an exact 
per annum increase in enrollment at 
Laurentian of 0.65%. 

The Review clearly states, however, 
that if enrollment increases by more than 
2.1% per annum for the next five years 
then the large amount of money that Mr. 
Bass feels will flow into the coffers of 
Laurentian will be reduced to nothing. A 
more pressing fact is that the Review 
reveals on page 71 that "net expenditures 
of $1.6 million will have to be made over 
the 1992/93 through 1995/96 period 
which otherwise would not be required ." 
If projected enrollment figures do not 
mesh exactly with the actual totals then 
any financial benefit derived from UCF 

will be completely negated and the 
university will be left holding the bag. 
The Review terms the $1.6 million as 
"medium term pain." A more appropriate 
phrase might be "crystal ball philosophy 
stifling sound financial management" 



This fragile equilibrium can best be 
described as precarious. Throw into this 
mix the potential for the strengthening of 
the French franc and unexpected increases 
in administrative costs and the projected 
$1.6 million deficit could easily double. 
It is also rumored that the representatives 
of the organization responsible for the 
campus in France, Blylh & Company, are 
seeking a better financial arrangement in 
current negotiations by obliging 
Laurentian to pick up a larger share of the 
operating costs. Senior administration 
officials would neither confirm nor deny 
this rumor. 

The financial arguments used by Mr. 
Bass to substantiate his viewpoint,- 
therefore, are highly suspect. Gary feels 
that "a financial argument would 
undisputablv go in UCF's favor." In 
reality, nothing could be further from the 
truth. The UCF campus has the potential 
characteristics of an unmitigated financial 
disaster that would have serious 
ramifications regarding the economic 
stability of Laurentian University. If, 
however, Mr. Bass feels that these risks 
arc minimal then I have also heard that 
there is some prime residential property in 
downtown Baghdad that is available for 
immediate purchase. Gary, this sounds 
like an offer that eternal optimists like 
yourself should not pass up. Univcrsil6 
Canadienne en Iraq sounds great to me and 
I am sure that the Laurentian Senate, based 
on the support they give UCF, would 
overwhelmingly approve the idea of a 
second money- losing campus overseas. 

In terms of academic integrity, Mr. 
Bass tries to argue that a country club 
atmosphere does not prevail at UCF. 
Unfortunately, the documentation provided 
in the Review in the form of student and 
faculty questionnaires would indicate that 
academic standards are not comparable to a 
normal Canadian university. The 
following brief summary of categories is 
taken directly from the appendices of the 
Review . 

Question Seven of the student 
questionnaire reveals that 54% of the 
students felt that the academic standards 

were less demanding than at their home 
institution while only 11% felt that the 
standards were more difficult. As well, 
only 12% of the students said that the 
course offerings at UCF were an integral 
part of their usual academic program while 
36% revealed that the UCF program was 
completely unrelated to their studies back 



US and Allies Legitimate or 
Gulf: Not?

One must question the presence of the 
United Slates of America along with the 
other 28 or so countries during this time 
of crisis in the Persian Gulf. The world 
perceives the invasion of Kuwait by Iraq 
as an act of aggression, but by the same 
token the U.S. response along with that of 
the coalition can also be seen as an act of 
aggression because of its large number of 
troops and military equipment in the area 
which dwarfs the Iraq invasion of Kuwait. 

Furthermore the sudden devotion of the 
U.S. to territorial integrity cannot be 
expected as legitimate, when it failed to 
condemn Israel when it occupied West 
Bank and Gaza. The U.S. military 
intervention has transformed a regional 
crisis into a contest over the extent of 
U.S. control of local resources, mainly 
oil, and over the shape of the post cold 
war balance of power. The interest of the 
U.S. in this intervention is also about 



asserting a commanding U.S. role in the 
global political and economic structure, 
after the collapse of the soviet block post 
cold war period. It is not the first time 
that a middle east country has been invaded 
by a neighbouring one, and it won't be the 
last. The people of the Middle East have 
always dealt with such circumstances in 
the past among themselves why interfere 
now? The U.S. intervention in the Gulf 
Crisis along with the coalition was not 
necessary. The Arab League could have 
found a way to solve the regional crisis 
amongst themselves. 

One can only hope that this crisis, now 
a war, be dealt with as quickly and 
humanly as possible, and with the least 
amount of damage and most importantly 
the least amount of fatalities.

in Canada. The course offerings 
themselves would not offer a history 
student, for example, the required number 
of courses to complete the second or third 
year of his or her program. 

A critical resource in any academic 
discipline is the availability of a well- 
stocked library. The questionnaire reveals 
that 100% of the students felt that the 
library facilities at UCF were not adequate. 
It would be interesting to see an 
engineering student complete a major 
assignment by using Reader's Digest and 
compete for marks with a student who had 
access to Laurcntian's specialized journal 
collection. In the same way, a student at 
UCF who bases an entire essay on an 
encyclopedia article and the course 
textbook is graded on the identical scale to 
a Laurentian student who is forced to « 
spend hours searching through mounds of 
information in monographs, journals, 
newspapers, and government documents. 
Although the UCF students cannot be held 
responsible for this situation, it would 
appear that a double standard exists when 
marks at Laurentian University and UCF 
are compared. Incidentally, Appendix 
Eight of the Review reveals that 26.4% of 
all marks handed out were 80% or better. 
I would guarantee that the course mark 
breakdown at Laurentian would not follow 
along the UCF model. 

Although an authoritative case against 
the academic component of UCF cannot 
be completely airtight, it is apparent that 
many problems exist. A shortage of 
library material would seem to be the 
most pressing cause of academic 
imbalances and it would be interesting to 
see Mr. Bass justify die finances necessary 
for locating a moderately useful library 
across die Atlantic Ocean for the benefit of 
5% of Laurcnuan's overall enrollment. 

If the current financial and academic 
circumstances surrounding UCF are 
debatable, then the failure of UCF to 
subscribe to its original mandate is the 
most pressing problem of that institution. 
One of the driving forces behind the 

original UCF project was our glorious 
former president, John "I'm Just a 
Travelin' Man" Daniel. Mr Daniel's 
academic principles can be summarized in 
two areas. The first was his strong belief 
in distance and correspondence education. 
The second was his lack of concern for 
Arts programs in relation to the Sciences 
and Professional Schools. In the UCF 
experiment, Mr. Daniel believed he had 




achieved the best of both worlds by 
dropping 200 Arts students on top of a 
mountain 3,000 miles away from Sudbury 
with no on-site housing and no library. 
Appendix Three of the Review details the 
original UCF proposal, enthusiastically 
endorsed by Mr. Daniel, that was tabled 
before Senate and approved by a vote of 
34-2. Three main objectives of the 
proposal have been completely forgotten 
in the last three years. The first is the idea 
that Laurentian students would be the 
single largest group of students. The 
1989/90 session, however, saw Laurentian 
students comprise the ninth largest group 
of students behind perennial academic 
powers like Marianapolis College. The 
second deviation from die original mandate 
is the requirement that Laurentian faculty 
would make up the core of the academic 
staff. In the 1989/90 session only two 
out of 28 professors at UCF were from 
Laurentian. Finally, the original mandate 
specifically stated that a balance of 
anglophones and francophones was a 
primary goal of UCF. In the 1989/90 
academic year 91% of the participants were 
anglophone, down slightly from 92% the 
year before. 

In the main text of the Review the 
authors mange to gloss over the 
embarrassing number of contradictory 
details contained in the appendices by 
highlighting the positive remarks about 
the UCF experiment. Incredibly, the 
proposal to offer graduate programs is also 
put forward in the document. The 1986 
vote, as indicated above, was 
overwhelmingly in favor of UCF by a 
vote of 38-2. The vote taken in Senate in 
the Fall of 1990, however, saw the 
logical, rational opposition to UCF 
increase dramatically, with the pro-UCF 
forces winning by a narrow vote of 44-41. 
The fact that the support for UCF has 
dropped by close to 40% in four years 
among faculty and administration officials 
should indicate that something is seriously 
wrong with die UCF project. 

It is clear, in my opinion, that the 
glowing commendation given to UCF by 
Mr. Bass is tarnished if a complete 
analysis of the Review is undertaken. 
Financially, academically, and 
administratively, UCF can in no way be 
compared to die conditions that exist here 
at Laurentian University. The Senate, 
unfortunately, is split over the issue and it 
seems that the onus of responsibility now 
lies with the students of this institution. 
While I realize that the Student's General 
Association has never considered 
sponsoring a campaign, event, or forum 
that deals with the novel idea of saving 
money or maintaining academic standards, 
it would seem that leadership and action 
from the SGA pertaining to this issue is 
warranted. Let me cast my vote by suiting 
that UCF should be terminated 
immediately and be removed as an 
ominous specter presently haunting the 
credibility of Laurentian University.

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Parker Building Renovations 



Following a recommendation 
from the Building and Planning 
Committee, the Executive Committee of 
the Board of Governors has approved the 
awarding of a contract to J.N. 
Construction of Sudbury Limited for 
renovation and new construction to the 
Parker Building. 

This project will encompass 
renovations to the first floor to allow the 
relocation of the offices of the Centre for 
Continuing Education and the Registrar 
from die ninth floor. The second and third 
floors will be extended to the face of the 
Dining/Assembly Building to provide 
Student Centre facilities. The renovated 
area will centralize student services in a 
more accessible location and provide space 
for formal and informal student activities. 

Renovations to the second floor 
will also provide offices for student 
services, including Student Awards, the 
Coordinator of Student Services, the 
Centre for Talent Development, and the 
Student Employment Centre. The Student 
Centre area will provide offices for all 
student associations, student newspapers, 
study and meeting rooms, and space for a 
number of services presently located on 
Student Street in the residence buildings. 

The project will also include 
provision for two new elevator shafts, to 
accommodate the long-term plan of adding 
to elevator services in mis building. 



Initial work on the project 
involves the controlled removal of ceiling 
tiles and a small amount of sprayed-on 
asbestos on piping located in the ceiling 
areas. This work will be carried out under 
strict procedures designed to ensure both 
safety and minimum inconvenience to 
building occupants. This part of the 
project is expected to be completed by 
February 15, 1991, at which time the 
renovation and new construction will 
commence. Overall completion of the 
project is expected by January 1992. 

The total estimated cost of the 
project is approximately $4.3 million, 

with funds . being provided by 
contributions to the Development 
Campaign ($2 million), a major capital 
grant for the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities (1,300,000); and a special 
student levy ($1 million). 

This project is the first step in 
the overall renovation of the R.D. Parker 
Building. The long-term plan involves 
the installation of two new elevators, 
ventilation improvements, the relocation 
of Geography to the Arts Building and 
Nursing torn the Science Building. 
Although preliminary conceptual planning 
for the remaining phases has been 
completed, the timing of the detailed 
planning and completion of the work is 
dependent on the availability of capital 
funding. The cost of the remaining 
renovations is estimated at $8 million.

The head 
coach, Ron Wallingford was, as he 
described, "lukc warm" about most of 
these athletes competing once again. Yet 



he was unable to curb the enthusiasm. In 
fact in the last moments a B team was 
wiped up resulting in a close and exciting 
race between L.U. athletes. The B team 
consisting of Peter Przychodzki, Chris 
Lane, Gavin Bell and Joel Ruel managed 
to barely outstride the A team composed 
of Rick Dagenais, Dave Sasville, Al 
Castonguay and Mark Dewan. The close 
third place in a time of 3:43.51 seconds 
will serve as another standard for the future 
teams; since there was no previous L.U.
